EXTORTIONATE FREIGHT KATES. 


The high rates of freight from New 


York to San Francisco, by rail or by 
water, caused several San Francisco mer- 
chants to ship cargoes of wares and mer- 
chandise of American manufacture from 
New York to European ports, where they 
were reshipped and forwarded by way of 
Cape Horn to San Francisco. As the 
articles, mostly hardware and fanning 
implements, are protected by a high tar- 
iff, they were seized upon their arrival at 
San Francisco by order of the Treasury 
Department, notwithstanding they were 
American manufacture, because they had 
been shipped at a foreign port. The 
merchants bad to give bonds for the re- 
lease of the goods, and it is expected that 
a test case, which will be brought by 
them, will be tried shortly in the United 
States District Court. 


The fart that San Francisco merchants 


can ship meichandise from New York to 
Kurope, thence by way of Capo Horn to 
San Francisco, cheaper than by rail 
across the Continent, or by the Isthmus 
of Panama, or even by Cape Horn, direct 
from New York, gives rise to the belief 
that a trnst h&s been formed by the rail- 
road and steamship lines. Though Mr. 
Elaine says trusts are largely private af- 
fairs with which the Government should 
not interfere, San Francisco merchants 
are endeavoring to circumvent this rail- 
road and steamship combination, so far 
as it is possible for them to do so, by 
shipping heavy and imperishable articles 
by way of Europe to San Francisco. 


But the Government now interposes in 


behalf of the high rate combination and 
seizes goods of American manufacture 
for customs duties, because the owners 
of these goods are compelled to ship 
them to Europe to avoid the payment of 
extortionate freight rates. 


Thinking people are asking what the 


country is coming to when such thing1) 
are tolerated. 
Czar Reed's Billion Dol- 


lar Congress granted a subsidy to the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company, which 
is supposed to maintain an independent 
transportation line between New York 
and San Francisco. It leaked out dur- 
ing the war between competing trans- 
continental railroads a few years ago that 
that this steamship line was subsidized 
by each and every railroad that crosses 
the Continent. It was also shown by the 
company at its annual meeting that Its 
profits amount to about $600,000 per an- 
num, yet it was subsidized by Congress, 
and it shows its appreciation of the fa- 
vor by combining with railroads to keep 
up freight rates to such an extortionate 
figure, that merchants save money by 
shipping hardware and other articles 
from New York to San Francisco by way 
of Europe. 


What benefit can the people expect 


from another transcontinental line, if 
railroad and steamship lines are permit- 
ted to form trusts to keep up rates? 
There are now four or five transconti- 
nental railroads, jet freight rate* are al- 
most as high as when there was but one. 
As this is said to be the result of a com- 
bination to keep up rates, Congress could 
do the people a powerful sight of good, 
by the passage of an Act to prevent the 
formation of trusts by subsidised rail- 
roads and steamship companies. 


THE TRAFFIC 
ASSOCIATION. 


The San Francisco Traffic Association, 


organized by the merchants of that city 
for the purpose vf securing lower rates 
of freight across the Continent, gives 
promise of accomplishing some good for 
California and 
possibly for Nevada. 


The San Francisco merchants find that 
they are losing much of 
the trade 


of the interior by reason of the high 
prices which they charge for commodi- 
ties, and that to recover lost ground they 
must not only reduce transportation rates, 
but profits. 
Their policy has been to 


uphold the transportation companies in 
their discrimination 
against 
interior 


merchants, and to encourage them in 
charging more for a short haul than for a 
long haul, so that interior merchants are 
forced to purchase in Ban Francisco 
many articles that are shipped by their 
doors to that city. Sun Francisco did 
not want a wholesale bouse in Nevada 
and the railroad company »r \tilied ita 
wishes in this respect by charging more 
for merchandise from the East to Elko, 
Winnemucca and "Reno, than the through 
rate to San Francisco, thus virtually com- 
pelling merchants from two to four bun* 
dred miles east of San Francisco and on 
the line of the railroad, to go to that city 
to purchase goods which passed their 
•tores going there. 
Notwithstanding 


this illiberality, the generous people of 
Nevada wish the Traffic Association good 
luck and hopes it will succeed in break- 
ing the combination which keeps freights 
op to extortionate rates. 


Though Nevada has loss than 50,000 


inhabitants, according to the census, 
which, by the way, has been shown in 
many instances to be wholly unreliable, 
the business of the State is equal to that 
of any other community of 350,000 in- 
habitants. Nearly everything consumed 
in Nevada is imported from «orne other 


State. Although it produces as good 
wheat and beef as is found «lsewhere on 
the globe, much of its flour and all of its 
canned and dried meats, bacon, bams, 
etc., are imported. 
It sends grain out of 


the State to b 3 mauifactured into flour, 
and sends beef to Chicago to be salted 
and canned. Everything that the peo- 
ple wear and a great deal of what they 
eat and drink, is brought from the East 
or West. 
The co»l used for fuel is 


brought from six hundred to a thousand 
miles. 
Every implement used id its 


mines and OD its farms, its mining and 
milling machinery, lumber furniture, ia 
short almost everything required by the 
inhabitants, is brought into the State by 
rail. Transportation rates are therefore 
of the first and greatest importance to its 
people, yet though one of the great trans- 
continental highways crosses the State, 
Nevadans are compelled to purchase al 
most everything they use or consume in 
San Francisco, though those articles are 
shipped through Nevada to San Fran 
Cisco.

A St. Lout* Blaze 


ST. Louis, November 17.— The most dis 


astrous fire which baa visited St. Loaia in 
many yean started in the furnace room ol 
the large dry goods Loose of Penny & Gen- 
tles, on the southwest corner of Broadway 
and Franklin Avenue about 4 30 o'clock 
this morning. 


The flames spread BJ rapidly that a gen- 


eral alarm wa* given, which brought ont 
the entire department, bat before tb« en- 
gines arrived Fenny & Gentle* , the Bonne' 
tell Millinery Company, the mammoth es- 
tablishment o? tbe Famous Shoe and Cloth- 
ing Company, occupying an entire block, a 
fonr-8tery building on Broadway, between 
Franklin Avenue and Morgan street, were 
in flames, and within two hours all tbe 
walls had fallen, and nothing was left but 
ashes and bent and twisted iron girders. 


The fire throws about fifteen bandied 


people oat of employment, the majority of 
them being in the service H( the Famous 
Company, one of the largest boot and shoe 
hooaes in the West. One life is probably 
lost, Night Watchman Jasper, employed 
by the Sonnefell Millinery Company, not 
having been seen to-day. The losses ate 
about as follows: Famous Shoe and Cloth- 
ing Company, $1,160,000; Penny & Gen- 
tle, $240,000; Sonnefell'i, $245,000.
